1) The subject matter of claims 1-14 is not described in the documents cited in the ISR and is not 
obvious to a person skilled in the art. 

2) . The subject matter of claims 15-21 does not involve an inventive step on account of documents 1 
and 2 cited in the ISR. 

Document 1 describes a formed product wherein a cutout is formed in a fiber-reinforced sheet, 
the partially separated flap of the fiber-reinforced sheet is laid over the end portion of the remainder to 
make a hemispheric shape, and the fiber-reinforced sheet is impregnated with resin. Meanwhile, 
making a fiber-reinforced resin formed product by laminating and compressing pre-impregnated 
sheets that are fiber-reinforced sheets impregnated with resin in advance is well known, as indicated 
by the description in document 2, so using pre-impregnation with resin in advance in the fiber- 
reinforced sheets described in document 1 could easily be conceived by a person skilled in the art. 
Furthermore, document 1 does not describe using the partially separated flap of the fiber-reinforced 
sheet as a positioning flap, but even if the manufacturing method is different there appears to be no 
difference in the structure of the fiber-reinforced resin formed product that is ultimately obtained. 
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
